That after going to Canada to 
denounce Lord Laiisdowno he comes to 
New York and hobnobs with landlords 
who are liabitually guilty of evictioiutas 
cruel as those practiced against the 
Luggacurran tenants of the governor- 
general. 

Sot Alluwed to Land. 

At a meeting of emigrant oonmiissiouers 
of this city to-day, the question of per- 
mitting the lantling of about ninety emi- 
grants from Ireland who came here on the 

City uf Chester came up. The emigrants 
had been sent bore by the British gm'urn- 
nient, which paid their passages. Their 
admission wfvs objected to on the ground 
that thej' were paupers and likely to be- 
come a public charge. There was read at 
the meeting u copy of a letter sent to Sec- 
retary Bayard by Minister West in April 
last. In it the British minister asked 
whether persons whoso passages were paid 
partly or wholly by the British govoriinient 
would bo permitted to land. Secretary 
Baynrd in reply cited the laws in refer- 
ence to pauper emigrants, and said in 
such cases as those mentioned by Minister 
West suspicion would be excited and they 
would not be permitted to land unless it 
was clearly shown tliat they were nut 
likely to become public charges. The 
commissioners iiiudly decided to allow 
three women, one man and their families, 
numbering in all twenty-one, to land. All 
the others who are now det^iined on 
Ward's Island were ordered to bo taken 
back by the luiiian steamship company. 
It is believed the company will contest 
the casein tho Jnited States court.

Tho family of the 
new leader \va!< iiiaonf^ t ho first estublish- 
ed in La Ndin-elli- Fni ncv. lie is the 
son of tho lato M. Carolus Laurier V. L. 
IS., was born at Si. Lin, L'Assoinption, 
Proviucu of tjuebec, on the 20th of Nov- 
ember, 1841, was educated at L' Assomp- 
tion OidleL;o and was married in 18G8 to 
Mi.sa Lafoiilainu. lie obtained the de- 
gree of 15. C. L. at Mctiill college in 18(34, 
studied law witii the Lion. Mr. LaUaunne, 
Q.G., and was called to the bar of Lower 
Canada in 1865. Ho edited Le Defrichmr 
for somi! time and was a delegate in 1875 
t(j the lJ(pniini.iii pr(]liiliit ion convonti(jn 
at iM(inlroal. He sat for Druuunond and 
Art haliaslia ill the (Quebec assembly from 
tlie gouoral uleclions of 1871 until 1874, 
when he resigned in order to contest the 
seat for the Oouuiions, in which he W|ia 
successful.

As an orator ho 
ranks vi^ry high indeed. Mis speech on 
the Kiel ipieslion during the closing ses- 
sion of lilt; la.-ft parliament is s.aid to have 
liueii one of tile aljlest ever delivered on 
the floors of tho House, and charmed alike 
friend and foe, but it was of no lavail, for 
his cause was bad. It is true he has a 
great cap.icity for making friends, but ho 
will fail to wean away from Sir ,Iohn any 
of his supporters in the province of Que- 
bec- — oven the "Imlters,'' a majority of 
whom, lamb-like, have returned to the 
true fold, if that Is the strategem, it is 
destined to bo a failure.

Man is so peculiarly constituted that 
tliose things whicli h.ave the most pro 
found iiilliienci^ upon him, those tastes 
and habits which most all'ect him for good 
or evil, are not a part of his nature and 
disposition, but are acquired, and that, in 
many instaiKU's, after a long and arduous 
struu'gle. 'I'lie must powerful argument 
for the pessimistic view of human nature 
is found in the fact that wo work harder 
and more earnestly to clothe ourselves 
with useless, e.xtravagant and injurious 
habits than wo do to put on tlie armor of 
virtuous resolves and cleanly and decent, 
ways. Wf striven to acquire habits of 
luxury and tastes for dissiiiatioli, in its 
broadost. siiiise, as if they were positive 
virtues, whih^ we leave the accjuisition of 
good and useful habits to come by nature, 
if at all. A moment's rolloction will con- 
vince tho most skeptical of the truth of 
those shitoments. Tho taste which ia 
most iiijiii-ious lolhehiiiiian family as a 
whole is I he last r tol' those: things which 
are stimiil.ml or nairnlic, as the conditions 
under which they are used cletermino. In 
every iial ion of the world, civilized and 
uncivilized, .savage and cultivated, and 
from the c'.irliest dawn of Llio world's his 
toiy to tlu^ pieseni time, the use of 
stimulants and sedatives lias been prac- 
ticed, ,111(1 to excess. The list, of tho things 
used for this purpu.se, is a long one, and 
bIiowb man's ingenuity in evolving tho 
means of producing exhilaration nr stupe- 
faction fi'oiu siH'iiiingly inilik(dy som'ces. 
.Alcohol, ii|iiuiii, Inili.an hemp, tobacco, 
clihiroforiii, belhi'.loiin.a and stramonium 
tin; but :i few of the niiuiy agencies em- 
])loyed t o produce- t he desireil result. It 
will be noted that in the entire list that 
there is in 'I ,a single Bubstanoe wliich is 
|ili asing i>r ,igreoablo to the natural taste. 
Tlie st ruggles with alcohol and tobacco 
liiive been told loo often t,o need repeti- 
tion, ami the s.uiie feature is common (o 
I hem all, U loathing and di.sgiisl at first, 
followed by endurance, and at last an in- 
toniio enivin!,' and desire fm- them, too 
often unroiiqnei'ablo and resistless. It is 
safe to say I li,it no (mo over enjoyed his 
tirsi, expeiieiue with any of these things. 
A natiii,il (asli, is revohed by them, and 
frequently nausea nnsues, as Nafure's 
proli'sl. against beiu;,' forced info ncijiiain- 
lance wilh uncongenial f,liiiigs. .\nd yet 
at hist ( he whole man, body and soul, Do- 
cmiies an tibjucf slave to tho habit which 
he has acquired only by labor and toil, 
by vitiating and outraging his natural 
tastes, aud by wilfully iitifliog ami criuli- 



ing his natural app^itites. His '.^.Mliike 
will grovels at the feet of his tyrant, ,-iii(l 
ho kisses the hand which is raised oiil\' to 
force him to a lower kivol of degnidatiiui 
and bestiality. Truly this is an auonialy, 
and shakes our contidonco in tho power of 
mankind to elevate itself, or to rise un- 
aided above tho lowest level. Hut it is not 
alone in thoau grosser forms that acquired 
tastes show their enormous power and in- 
tluenco. Dissipation is not .synoiioimms 
with intoxication or narcotism, and may 
and does exist in tlungs less material than 
appetites and carnid desires and ]iassioiiH. 
Tho intellect, the will, tlie iiiiiul, tlio 
soul — call it by which name yon will - is 
subject to the same general Law ami equal- 
ly undortho dominion of aci|uired i,isti:s. 
As an illustration, take tho numerous 
uxamplea of the overpowering desire for 
the bizarre and abnormal which has char- 
acterized .so many men, and women too, 
of undoubted intellect tmd rare iiiont.al 
powers. It may be assumed that no sane 
person is born with a taste for the hide- 
ous; that no woman is by nature attract- 
ed to scones of cruelty; that no man of 
education and retineinent takes a luitural 
delight in visiting scenes of gross debauch- 
ery or witnessing the lowest forms of bes- 
tial sensuality. Yot history, and modern 
history at that, is full of instances of men 
and women who have become inf-itiiated 
with all thus* things, aud whose c hief ,iiid 
only pleasure has been in securing, hear- 
ing and reading incidents uf cruelty, of 
bloodshed and of unbridled licentious- 
ness. Another illustration of this is found 
in the morbid desin- which many people 
evince to see cases of niali'ormai ion and 
monstrosities. - To their vitiated tasti\s 
the most perfect hmnan form or the most 
exquisite triumph of tho sculptor's art 
po.ssesses no such attraction as the .Sia- 
mese twins or the be;irded woman. Phy- 
sical evil has become good' in (heir eyes, 
and they (ind beauty only in ugliness and 
deformity. There is .-uiot her side t o tins 
(|uoalion, but none the h^ss illusi ral i\ e of 
the general truth of the pnqiosifinn that 
acquired tiistea are stronger than the na- 
tural disposition, W e refer to tho taste 
for the luxuries and elegances of life, 
whether in the iiiattm- of eating am 
drinking m- in those more iiitellei'tuid 
matters of peison,al adornment, of Inuiie 
beautifying, of book collecting and all the 
other varied developments uf tcstlieticism. 
No one ever heard of an excess in eating 
caused by sinqilo food. The man is yet 
to be born who will surfeit liiiiisi'lf on 
bread and water. In those iiriinilivo 
countries where the wonuiii wear an apron 
of bark or leaves and the men do not, no 
one ruins himself in tailors' bills, nor 
where the f.miily ni.Tnsion is a hut or wig- 
wam is the i)ro|u ietor forced into bank- 
rujitcy by the tle.aler in rare book or art 
treasures. Their simple and ii;aui:d tastes 
do not le.-ul them into reckless exlr.ava- 
gance in the matter of wood carvings oi- 
old china or artistic decorations. .\11 
these things are the outgrowth of civiliz.i- 
tion aud are purely artificial wants. There 
is no intrinsic difference in useful 
qualities between tweed and broad- 
cloth, or between calicoand satin, iiiid 
yet the taste fiU' tho more cosily 
material is all but uuivers.al, and too 
often indulged at the cost of credit 
and comfort, and sometimes of reputa- 
tion. Under these conditions the pai-ti- 
ticm wall between wants .and needs i ften 
gets broke'i down and the distinction dis- 
ajipears. The stri'iiglli of the .-niiuired 
taste is so great .-is to oversh.adow the per- 
ceptions and obliterate the (lilt'ei eihi- lie- 
tween real necessities .and those that are 
only imaginary, and in conseipiencc life 
is made miaeniblo by the struggle for the 
unattainable and the energies of a lifetime 
are wasted in striving to satisfy wants that 
are purely artificial. If there be a moral 
to be drawn from this, it is the trite one 
that it is the first step which ctists. I labits 
and tastes are evolntionarj', and tho time 
to resist them, whether in 'he direction of 
vice, of luxury or of oxtravag.aiice, is in 
their inception. The eggs of the cocka- 
trice must bo crushed before they cin 
iiatch (jUt their pestilential lirood; the 
cubs of tho tiger must bo strangled lest 
they grow into devouring monsters.

3 were kihed in collisions, 1 was run over 
ffhilo .shunting, .'{ fell from or between 
cars. Of tho 2 paasongors 1 died from 
shooting, supposed auicido; the other fell 
under" tne wheels while attemiiting to 
board a tr.ain in motion. ( )f the 5 wlui 
wore neither passeiiger.s nor ouiployrs, 2 
were found lying on the track dead, 1 was 
struck while erossing tlie track, 1 while 
walking on the I rack and 1 wa.s struck while 
standing alongside tho track. It is signili- 
eant that mure than one-third of the total 
fatalities wore of persons neither em- 
ployes or paascngers. .\11 the iieeidents of 
last year were pm'ely aceident.U iind in no 
case was Ihert' censuie ot' the railway 
authorities.

sumniary conviction lu^fi ire two just ices of 
ilie peace, to a line not exceeding lij'li/ 
dollars for each, oirence, and in default, ii'f 
payment to iiniirisimineiit for a term not 
exceeding one month. 

Any ollicer in Her iMajesty's service, 
any u ai raiit or |iett,y ollicer ill the navy, 
and any non-coiimii,.,sioneil ollicer of iiia- 
rines may, in like maniicr as any peace 
ollicer, appi'ebend, without, warrant, any 
person found coniniittiiig any oliuiico 
against tho praviaions of this Act; and 
m.iy search any boat or vessel which hov- 
ers .'iboul, or apiiloaches, or which has 
hovered aliciiil or approached, any of Her 
Majesty's Hiiijis lU' vessels, .•md may sei/e

In the Queen's county election case 
after speeches by Messrs. Woldon, Mon- 
crief and Gilmour a division wji.i taken on 
Mr. Davies' Bub-aiiieiidment. Foi- the 
aub-aiiiontlinent, 85; against, 104, 

Mr. Mitchell passionately rose and pro- 
tested against the principle athrmed by the 
house. He blamed Sir John for leading 
his party into the vote, and said it would 
go down to histoiy as "an act of infamy." 
(Groims, hisses, and cries of withdraw.) 

Mr. Desjardins — 1 protest iig.iin3t the 
insult Mr. I\litcliell has given to the house. 
If wo havo beon induced to vote on this 
question, it is because wo auted on the 
law passed by the Ubonil govemmont re- 
ferring all ulection contested cases to tho 
courts. 

Mr. Piset said something to Mr. Des- 
jardins which was not heard but under- 
stood to bo inaulting. 

Mr. Desjardins — What do you say, sir'/ 
Mr. Desjardins then sat down. 

Mr. Ciirtwright rose and was ordered 
down by the house. 

Mr. Fiset remained in his seat and said 
nothing. 

Mr. Desjardins — If Mr. Fiaot does not 
dare to rc[)eat what 1 undurstand him to 
say — (cries of "ho is a coward") — Ido not 
know how to characterize it, but I will 
toll it outside of this house. Instead of 
an act of infamy, as Mr. Mitchell charac- 
terized our vote, 1 say that it was ali act 
of iiidopendonco. (Cheers.) I will not 
buliniit to any such insult. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Mitchell ruse amid a storm of dies 
of order, during which he could only bo 
seen gesticulating vehemently with both 
hands and arms. His words could not be 
heard. 

Mr. Jlitchell— It has been alleged that 

1 said the vote was an act of infamy. 
(Ci'ics of "So you didl") I said 1 was 
bound to accept the statenieiil of the Imii- 
orablo gentlemen that they \ otcd accord- 
ing to their consciences, but that history 
would regard it in the future as aii act, of 
infamy for the leader of the goveiniiieiit. 
(Lauglitur, groans, hisses and booting). 

Sir .loliii Macdonald laughed heartily 
at Mr. .Mitchell's out burst of iiidigiiatii m, 
and the member for Northuiiiberlaiid, 
pointing his index linger at the premier, 
remarked, "Oh, you need not laugh, " 
which warning caused increased umuso- 

UlUIit. 

The .Speaker — 1 am veiy sorry that 
such an example should have been set by 
Mr. Mitchell, an old meiiihor. 

Hon. Mr. Mitchell rose to .say soiiie- 
lliing which could not be heartl 'it the 
commencement for cries of order, groan- 
ing and ait down. 

Hon. Mr. Mitchell — I bow with respect 
and submission loan honurable liody such 
as this. (Cries of so you ought.) I 
would like to know how 1 am out of 
order. I have not oliendcd tho hononible 
gentlemen. (Cries of ait down, you have 
olt'ended the whole house.) My remarks 
were to tho man who controls this house. 
(CricB of slianie, and uproar.) 

The Speaker- 1 ask Mr. Mitchell nut 
to repeat the words be has indulged in. I 
was too weak at tirst in idlowiiig it. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. Mitchell rose amid cries of "Or- 
der," "Name," "Put him put of tho 
house. " 

Tho Spenlcor— No honorable nioniber 
has a right in ibis house to qualify a vote 
or the result of a vote as infamous on the 
part of an honorable iiieniber of tlii.s 
liouse (Cheers). 

Mr. Mitchell rose amid an iqiroar .and 
cries of "Order." "1 am in order," 
vociferated Mr. Mitchell, above the din, 
which brought forth cries of "Name." 

Mr. Mitchell— I would like to put the 
speaker right as to what 1 said. 1 did not 
apply the Word infamy to Mr. 1 lesj.irdins. 
I said 1 should use such a word were 1 
outside of this house. (Laughter and cries 
of "order.") I am in order. I call upon 
the speaker to withdraw tliu statement he 
has made to the house. (Loud laughter 
and noise. ) . 

Mr. Desjardins — He has no right to 
give an insult because ho is not afraid of 
the consequonces outside the house. It is 
clear that in this matter we must have re- 
cuuise to the legal tribune after t he out - 
burst of jiassioii we have just witnessed. 
(Cheers.) 

Sir Richard Cartwriglit Mr. Desjar- 
dins is inistakun if hu thinks the libei-als 
passed a measure enabling a government 
to elect a man by its own partizaii return- 
ing otiicer, appointed for that purjiose. 
(Ilisyes luid cries of "you're wrong.") 1 
say there never was a more indecent act 
on the part of any government than that 
which — (Cries of "order," "order," with- 
draw.". 

Mr. Speaker — I ruled no later than 
yeaterday that the word "indecent," as 

a)i|ilied to any act in this house or ineiu- 
ber was out of order, and I cdl iijion liim 
to withdniw it. (Witliilraw.) 

Sir Richard Cartwriglit- I am direcllj 
in order. (( ireat confusion during whieh 
Sir Richard sat deliantly in hia seal amid 
cries of "withdraw.") 

Tho Speaker — I must maintain my au- 
thiirity. I call upon the liiuiorable nieiii- 
ber to withdraw the exiiression. 

Sir Richard Cartwriglit did not rise to 
withdraw, and Hon. Mr. Laurier u hisper- 
ed to him. 

Mr. Charlton, amid great disorder, man- 
aged to shout out, "This ia stitUng free 
speech." (Cries of withdraw.) 

The siicaker looked at Sir Uichanl Cart- 
wright, but the latter shook his head. 

General confusion followed, thies ot 
"order," "chair," and "name," pniceed- 
ing from tho mini8toriali.'''s. 

Mr. McNeil demanilud that the Speak- 
er's ruling be upheld. 

Sir John said lie liad been asked to 
withdraw a similar expression and had 
obeyed. Tho Speaker s authority must 
bo maintained. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Laurier — I believe it would be an 
act of grace for Mr. Cartwriglit to with- 
draw. (Cries of "no grace." "It is his 
duty.") 

Sir Richai-d Carl wright - Altliougb 
iiiaiiitaining my own views as to your rul- 
ing, 1 withdraw the expression, as 1 
believe you ruled similarly with regaid to 
the first minister yesterday. (A voice, "You 
should havo done that before.") 

Messrs. Langelier and (liroiiard were 
speaking in French. 

Mr. Walsh, amid hiughtcr, said that 
thoy were idl jabbering around him and 
hu hoped the vote would be taken. 

Mr. Davis insisted "That if thoy wore 
going to have a vote on this thing, they 
should have it right off." 

Sir Donald A. Smith— I cannot lielii 
saying that it is a matter of vety great re- 
gret that Mr. Mitchell sliotild so far for- 
get himself or what is due to tho houso as 
to attribute to others loss lionniable 
motives than Hiose which are presumed to 
have actuated biniself. (Cheers.) If there 
was anything wanted to justify a vote of 
the members on this side of the house, 
inyaiilf as well as otiiers, and some geii-
